- - Since the attack on the Gate pa, on Friday. ahd 
its evacuation by ‘the rebels, there has not been 
a renewal of hostilities. Tho enemy are said to 
hove retired to their bill pa, close to the buslt, 
and in line almost with their late position. This 
pais distant about eight miles from here. but the 
inter vening cuuntry is easy. There appears to be 


a gully in gront, and the works ore large and | 


formidable... ‘This pa was built by tho Tatiranga 
nativ es,, ander Rawitl, on their return’ from Wai- 
kato, andes was ovmpleted before they established 
. their advanced post on the native boundary line. 
What. numbers escaped I cunnot ascertain’ but 
from concurrent testimony 1 ain disposed to think 
that by fur tha greater number of the defenders 
managed to get uff; Up to Saturday night aine- 
teen dead natives wero found.

On 
‘voard the “ Slaney” he becaike moro. communica 
tive. and told us of his dealings- with the rebels, 
and how he managed to get anuskets and pawder 
piat the: Chin-kiang Crstoms, Ho anid that a 
short time previous ke lad brought up 500 rouskets 
And 500 Ibe. of powder from Shanghae. He flew 
foreign cotoura while passing the native Custom- 
house, but on getting near Ching-kiang ‘hauled 
them down, and passed: up us-. a native boat, 
When we saw him he was disposing of a cargo of 
rice at an enormous profit, He said that he paid 
no duties or dues of any kind. and that the. re- 
bels encouraged him to come and trade with them, 
1heard from one of the rebels belonging to the 
Tien-hag kiwan, who.weat with . Lieutenant Lee 
and mysclf'to the city gate, that this American 
had sold them a good many arms, but not 
so many a8 another whose name‘he didnot know, 
or would not tell—who, he suid, bad sent thean 
up »*whole sbip-load" ‘two months before. 1 
ray add that on the evening of tho day before we 
left Nanking uw largé American schooner and su 
American Ningpo, boat. anchored at the taouth 
of the creek off which wo were lying. The peo- 
ple on board had communication with the shore.
